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to  flee.  It  may  seem  a strange  thing  about 
which  to  express  a preference,  hut,  for  my 
part,  1 should  prefer  being  a man  to  being 
an  angel.  '1  rue,  the  angel  has  known  no 
sin;  neither  has  he  experienced  salvation. 
On  the  other  hand,  eveu  though  I had  sunk 
to  the  degrading  depth  of  depravity,  by  His 
grace  He  lifted  me  to  the  mountain  peak; 
from  which  my  soul’s  eyes  might  meet  liis 
fuce  unafraid,  saved,  redeemed,  justified.  In 
this  worl  dof  sin,  of  temptation  and  of  woe 
I have  a tale  to  tell  that  angels  can  know 
only  by  he  resay. 

Men  He  called,  men  with  all  the  weak- 
nesses and  propensities  to  do  evil  that  other 
men  have.  Matthew  belonged  to  the  hated 
class  of  tax  gatherers.  Some  of  them  may 
have  been  honest  and  high-minded,  hut  one 
would,  have  had  a steady  job  to  convince  the 
public  of  that  day  that  they  were  nt).  John 
must  have  had  his  share  of  vindictiveness, 
when  he  wanted  to  call  down  fire  from  heav- 
en on  those  who  differed  from  him.  Peter 
w as  a coarse,  profane,  weak  fisherman  Paul 
had  the  blood  of  his  fellowman  on  his  hands, 
having  encouraged  murder  us  lie  stood  by  to 
see  ft  done.  Man,  such  as  these,  and  such 
as  we,  to  bear  on  our  lips  the  message  of 
Hod!  It  would  seem  preposterous  if  we 
did  not  know  it  to  be  tfue. 

Apart  from  their  other  weaknesses,  the 
most  of  these  men  were  poor  and  unlearned. 

1 hey  occupied  the  humbler  stations  in  life. 
It  has  been  suggested  that  God  may  eall  as 
many  wealthy  young  men  into  the  ministry 
as  jMM>r  ones;  hut  it  is  an  evident  fact  that 
if  He  does,  they  fail  to  hear.  It  seems  to 
have  been  true  from  the  beginning  that  the 
pulpit  forces  of  the  owrld  were  constantly 
recruited  from  the  ranks  of  the  poorer  peo- 
ple. The  same  thing  is  strikingly  true  to- 
day. v Those  men  had  not  been  trained  in 
the  schools,  nor  frere  they  hound  by  the 
shackles  of  the  ritualism  of  the  day.  Tim 
'fiTst.  draft  of  soldiers  of  the  cross  was  not 
made  from  the  temple  courts  in  Jerusalem, 
hut  largely  from  the  ranks  of  common  la- 
borers. 

These  early  preachers  quit  business  when 
they  heard  the  eall.  It  seems  that  some  of 
them  went  hack  and  took  a taste  or  two  of 
it  before  they  settled  down  in  their  new- 
work,  but  when  they  fully  got  their  hearing 
they  quit  fishing  and  went  to  preaching. 
Paul  had  to  make  his  living  at  times,  hut 
even  then  his  vocation  was- preaching;  his 
avocation  making  tents  to  keep  soul  and 
body  together  while  he  did  it.  In  this  com- 
mercial age  the  minister  is  tempted  to  be- 
come one  of  James’  two-minded  men.  world- 
ly-wise in  laying  up  for  a “rainy  day.”  yet 
supposedly  giving  all  his  heart  and  mind 
and  time  to  the  preaching  of  the  Word.  The 
minister  is  supported  during  his  days  of  ac- 
tivity by  the  people,  and  they  ought  to  take 
care  of  him  until  the  time  comes  to  consign 
his  body  to  the  dust  of  the  earth.  Every 
<lay  is ‘a  “rainy  day”  nt  many  a preacher’s 
house,  and  many  a poor  fellow  has  been  al- 
most driven  to  this  douhle-mindedness.  that 
too  often  leads  to  instability  in  all  his  wavs, 
because  necessity  seems  to  hem  him  up  in 
that  corner.  He  remembers  that  the  man 
who  does  not  provide  for  his  family  is  worse 
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than  an  unbeliever,  so  be  winds  up  at  last  by 
trying  to  provide  for  his  children,  even  to 
the  third  and  fourth  generation. 

God  was  with  the  first  preachers,  and  they 
did  their  work  after  a fashion  that  was 
pleasing  to  Him.  They  did  things  for  which 
they  had  doubtless  known  themselves  to  lx 
insufficient.  Imagine  somebody  in  Ca|x-r- 
naum  predicting  that  John,  the  fisherman, 
would  write  a treatise  which  would  touch 
and  make  tender  the  hearts  of  millions  in 
ages  to  come,  and  that  Simon  Mar  Jonah 
would  contribute  to  religious  literature  an 
epistle  iu  Greek  in  which  the  profundity  of 
thought  would  attract  the  attention  of  schol- 
ars and  saints  for  centuries  to  come.  But 
God  made  the  seemingly  impossible  to  come 
to  pass,  and  wrote  with  the  fingers  of  these 
men  a living  message  on  the  deathless  page 
that  would  quicken  the  hearts  of  men  for- 
ever. 

Whenever  God  has  called  man  to  a task 
He  has  given  him  the  ability  to  do  all  that 
was  required  of  Win.  It  would  be  folly  to 
argue  that  God  demands  that  we  do  that 
which  He  fails  or  refuses  to  give  us  the 
strength  to  perforin.  \ It  may  he  in  some 
secluded  nqok  in  the  great  rustling,  wicked 
world  that  God  plants  His  called  men,  but 
if  lie  is  God’s  man,  in  God’s  chosen  place, 
doing  God’s  work  for  God’s  glory  and  the. 
good  of  mankind,  nobody  hut  God  Himself 
knows  the  endless  chain  of  heavenly  results 
that  will  hind  that  man  to  the  throne  of 
God. — Teacher.

Again  Haul  says  in  First  Timothy:  “God 
our  Savior,  would  have  all  men  to  he  saved 
and  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  troth.  For 
there  is  one  God,  one  Mediator  also  between 
God  and  men,  Himself  man.  Christ  Jesus, 
who  gave  Himself  a ransom  for  all,  the  tes- 
timony to  he  borne  in  its  own  times. 


The  universal  fitness  of  the  Gospel  of  Je- 
sus is  indicated  in  the  name  IJe  gave  Him- 
self. lie  always  spoke  of  Himself  as  the 
Son  o f.Man.  Others  might  speak  of  Him  as 
the  son  of  Mary,  or  the  son  of  David,  or  a 
son  of  Abraham,  but  He  was  always  the  Son 
of  Man.  This  brings  Him  into  close  rela- 
tion with  all  men.  into  heart  touch  with  ev- 
ery man.

Robin- 
son Crusoe  might  live  by  himself  and  supply 
his  own  necessities  on  a lonely  island,  hut  the 
real  man  becomes  atrophied,  perishes.  No 
such  life  is  possible  today.  We  must  have 
hanks,  railroads,  newspapers,  postoffices  and 
factories.  These  are  the  vital  organs  of 
present  day  life.  Our  spiritual  life  is  not " 
different.  Nobody  forced  on  us,  or  the 
churches,  the  orphanage  or  the  college  or 
the  mission  work  with  their  hoards.  These 
are  the  expression  of  the  life  of  Hod’s  people 
and  the  natural  instruments  for  doing  His 
work.  Why  should  we*,  like  a ’eoon  in  a 
steel-trap,  turn  to  gnawing  off  our  own  legs, 
destroying  the  very  hoards,  or  committees 
or  instruments  or  organs  by  which  we  do  our 
own  and  our  Father’s  work}  Is  this  cry 
against  hoards  a species  of  insanity  or  dia- 
bolism, a demoniacal  possession  that  dwells 
out  in  the  tombs  of  do-nothing,  and  cuts  it- 
self with  stones  and  cries  out  in  the  might 
of  ignorance  and  indifference. 

There  was  a time  when  .Mississippi  Bap- 
tists had  very  few  and  feeble  vital  organs, 
hut  we  are  developing.  We  felt  the  need  of 
an  orphanage  and  it  came  into  existence  to 
feed  and  clothe  and  train  the  dependent.

There  was  a de- 
mand that  Baptists  make  more  provision 
for  the  education  of  their  girls  and  the  Mis- 
sissippi Woman’s  College  said  here  am  I! 
These  organs  are  the  inevitable  expression 
of  life  and  the  response  to  the  needs  of  a 
world  for  the  ministry  of  Christ. 


THE  WHOLE  MAN. 

J^i  the  seventh  chapter  of  .John  Jesus  de- 
fends Himself  against  the  charge  of  Sab- 
bath breaking  by  asserting  that  He  made  a 
whole  man  well.  (Bible  Union  Version.) 
His  ministry  was  not  to  any  part  of  the  man, 
hut  to  the  whole  man.  lie  never  claimed 
that  He  came  to  save  men’s  souls,  hut  to 
save  men.  His  ministry  is  just  as  truly  to 
the  bodies  of  men  ns  to  their  souls,  and  just 
as  truly  to  their  minds  as  to  either.  We 
have  been  mighty  slow  to  learn  the  ministry 
of  Jesus,  very  dull  in  comprehending  the  ful- 
ness of  His  salvation  in  any  direction  or 
from  any  point  of  view.  If  we  fail  to  min- 
ister to  the  bodies  of  men,  we  fail  to  do  the 
work  of  our  Master.  His  personal  ministry 
was  very  largely  to  the  sick,  and  lie  sent  His 
disciples  out  to  minister  to  them.  The  final 
judgment  will  hinge  largely  upon  our  min- 
istry to  the  sick.  “I  was  siek  nnd  ye  min- 
istered unto  me,  or  I was  sick  and  ye  did  it 
not.”  This  win  determine  whether  He 
will  say  to  us,  “Come  ye  blessed,”  or  “De- 
part  ye  cursed.”  The  man  who  raises  mon- 
ey foP  a hospital  is  doing  just  as  noble  ser- 
vice as  one  who  goes  as  a missionary.  And 
one  who  gives  to  a hospital  that  it  may  min- 
ister in  Jesus’  name  to  the  suffering,  is  just 
as  truly  ministering  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  as  one  who  supports  a missionary. 
Brethren,  let  us  preach  a full  Gospel,  and 
give  the  sick  and  suffering  a square  deal !

Dissatisfaction. 

The  world  will  never  know  how  much  it 
owes  to  the  men  and  women  who  were  dis- 
satisfied with  the  conditions,  customs  and 
beliefs  of  their  times.

The  greatest  inven- 
tions, discoveries  and  accomplishments  of  all 
kinds  all  came  through  men  who  were  un- 
satisfied. Socrates  was  not  satisfied  with 
the  spiritual  beliefs  of  his  time;  Galileo  with 
astronomy;  Columbus  with  geography;  Lu- 
ther with  the  church;  Lavosier  with  chemis- 
try; Cromwell  with  government;  the  Cabots 
with  exploration;  Roger  Williams  with  puri- 
tanisni;  Whitney  with  cotton  manufacture; 
Fulton  with  navigation;  Stephenson  with 
land  transportation;  Morse  with  communica- 
tion; Kdison  with  illumination;  Marconi  with 
the  telegraph;  the  Wrights  with  aerial  navi- 
gation. All  these  were  unsatisfied.  If  man 
had  always  been  satisfied  with  his  environ- 
ment, the  world  would  still  he  in  a condition 
of  barbarism.

Let  it  be  taken  up  by 
ohhrches,  \>y  groups  of  churches,  associa- 
tions and  States— and  let  every  part  of  our 
denominational  machinery  he  brought  into 
service,  heated  hot,  lubricated  put  on  the 
gospel  track,  and  bring  in  loads  of  lost  souls 
into  our  Christ’s  Kingdom  The  great  Sou- 
thern press,  with  its  leaves  of  life,  our 
boards  of  all!  kinds,  our  secretaries,  otir  edu- 
cational and  Sunday  School  and  benevolent 
forces— all  will  fall  in  line.  What  an  army 
we  could  enlist  if  we  all  would  volunteer — 
what  glory  the  cross  would  win  if  all  the 
Southern  heroes  of  the  sunny  South  would 
enroll  for  evangelism,  red  hot  soul-winning 
in  this  year!  Love  and  Truth  will  link 
our  hearts  and  make  warm  the  message — 
our  Christ  will  lead  us — His  Spirit -will  endue 
us  it  we  will  but  go  in  mighty  compassion. 

SUGGESTED  LINES  OK  VICTORY. 

This  writer  believes  that  God’s  Spirit  is 
sovereign  in  all  soul-winning  matters  and 
th^t  we  cannot  limit  him  and  prescribe  him 
by  any  of  our  laws  or  conditions  and  yet  it 
is  believed  here  that  certain  spiritual  laws 
are  followed  in  the  main  by  the  divine  work- 
ers— Pentecost  was  not  a happen  so — it  fol- 
lowed on  certain  spiritual  precedents  So 
if  we  have  i South-wide  revival,  it  will  come 
about  in  large  measure  as  other  revivals 
come.  Let  us  go  in  to  bring  this  revival 
along  the  following  spiritual  lines: 

1.  Those  who  are  familiar  with  New  Tes- 
tament life  or  who  have  had  experience  in 
working  for  Christ  will  know  full  well  that 
nothing  will  go  in  the  Kingdom  of  Christ 
without  much  prayer.  If  this  revival  is  to 
spread  in  all  the  ehurehes  and  in  the  closets 
of  the  people  there  will  be  heartful  commun- 
ion with  God.  True  I’entecosts  are  prayer- 
born  and  prayer-fed.  It  is  here  suggested 
that  prayer  groups  he  formed  all  over  the 
South,  calling  upon  God  for  llis  spiritual 
refreshment.  There  is  no  prayer  that  God 
delights  more  to  hear  and  answer  than  that 
looking  to  the  salvation  of  men.  If  Jesus 
must  pray  sometimes  long  and  much  in  His 
earthly  ministry;  if  the  apostolic  workers 
must  spend  ten  days  in  importunate  prayer, 
then  surely  we  mnst  devote  ourselves  to 
constant  communion  with  God,  soulful  and 
persistent,  if  we  are  to  have  a Pentecost 
throughout  the  South. 

2.  Counting  God’s  promises  at  full  value 
and  without  any  discount  at  all  will  operate 
much  in  bringing  men  into  light.  Reliant, 
confident,  conquering  faith  in  Gods  Word 
and  His  power  is  necessary  to  a spiritual  re- 
freshment. If  we  will  take  Jeremiah  33:3; 
Isaiah  45:11;  Mark  11:24  and  put  our  hare 
souls  upon  them.  God  will  bring  us  a reviv- 
al. 

3.  There  must  he  great  yearning  of  heart, 
spiritual  compassion  for  lost  men.  unfeigned 
devotion  to  Christ  and  a great  wide  sweep- 
ing burning  of  heart  if  we  are  to  have  a 
wave  of  revival.  When  there  is  spiritual 
travail  on  the  part  of  God’s  people,  spiritual 
children  are  born  into  His  Kingdom.  Some- 
body mnst  stand  in“fbe  breach  for  lost  men. 
If  the  wrath  of  God  is  to  he  turned  away 
from  falling  heavy  upon  their  condemned 





souls.  May  there  be  in  hundreds  of  thorn, 
ands  of  hearts  a great  spiritual  yearning 
over  men  who  are  lost 

4.  Plain  preaching  of  God’s  Word,  mak 
ing  much  of  the  fundamentals  in  the  Gospel, 
will  add  much  to  our  power  in  a revival. 
If  the  revival  is  to  be  genuine  and  lasting, 
the  doctrines  will  be, preached  out  in  the 
|K)wer  of  the  Spirit.  Let’s  not  he  dry.  hut 
juice  up  the  doctrine,  put  the  Gospel  hot  end 
first;  God’s  power  will  fall.  This  revival 
ought  to  strengthen  our  cause  everywhere. 
In  the  evangelistic  atmosphere  the  truth, 
plain  and  simple,  gets  its  finest  hearing  and 
most  hearty  response.  If  we  will  preach  the 
gospel  in  the  spirit  of  evangelism  and  not  in 
the  spirit  of  controversy,  many  people  will 
see  the  Gospel  as  we  see  it  and  come  to  us 
for  baptism.  We  must  put  our  blood  into 
our  preaching  if  we  expect  (’hrist’s  blood  to 
be  effective  through  the  Gospel. 

5.  If  we  are  to  have  this  South-wide  re- 
vival there  will  be  much  personal  work,  go 
ing  after  men  anywhere  and  everywhere,  one 
by  one,  face  to  face.  We  must  not  depend 
only  on  preaching  and  public  service  hut  we 
must  go  after  men  in  all  the  walks  of  life. 
There  needs  to  he  a great  going  afield  on  tin- 
part  of  Christ  iana,  everywhere.  Everyone 
of  us  nei-da  to  feel  the  pressure  of  our  Gos- 
pel trusteeship.  We  need  to  learn  how  to 
pick  up  men  for  Christ  anywhere. 

6.  Then  then*  will  be  a great  seeking  for 
the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Our  heart 
will  yearn  for  Him;  we  will  pray  for  llis 
enduement;  we  will  clean  up  our  lives  so  as 
to  1h*  fit  temples  for  llis  incoming.  We  will 
surrender  our  will  so  as  to  he  the  garun-utx 
of  His  power.  The  Holy  Ghost  is  sovereign 
in  all  evangelistic  efforts  and  we  must  get 
in  with  and  keep  up  with  Him. 

These  words  come  out  of  the  reddest  blood 
of  my  heart  with  a prayer  that  God  shall 
sweep  our  Southland  with  a great,  genuine 
Gospel  revival  of  religion  in  which  thousands 
of  souls  shall  find  a Savior,  and  in  which 
thousands  of  churches  will  he  revived  an  I 
set  more  and  more  to  the  holy  task  of  king- 
dom building.

A Needed  Line  of  Mission  Work. 

T.  ,1.  Moore. 

There  is  a great  deal  said  just  after  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  meeting  every, 
year,  about  our  ten  thousand  uncontribut- 
ing churches  and  how  to  reach  and  arouse 
them.  The  layman  movement  plan,  which  is 
to  hnve  district  associational  committees  and 
through  these,  reach  each  ehurch  once  a 
year,  is  good  and  will  help,  hut  it  will  never 
solve  the  problem.  The  pastors  of  these 
ehurehes  are  the  only  key  to  the  situation. 
Until  they  ar»  properly  reached  and  enlisted 
there  will  never  he  any  perceptible  change. 
We  need  at  least  one  well  balanced  and  well 
informed  preacher,  of  experience  in  the  work 
of  church  development,  to  be  appointed  to 
a territory  comprising  from  thirty  to  sixty 
of  these  backward  churches  and  expect  him 
to  develop  them  to  a point  from  which  they 
will  continue  to  grow  after  he  leaves,  and 
do  this  within  three  to  five  years. 
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To  do  this  he  must  reach  and  win  the  pas- 
tors, one  by  one.  by  visiting  th.  ui  iu  their 
homes  ami  brooming  fully  acquainted  with 
them  and  their  manner  of  life  He  must 
fully  and  completely  gain  the  pastor's  con- 
fidence. He  must  take  him  into  the  secret 
of  his  purpose  in  the  work.  He  must  first 
show  him  that  he  is  (lien*  to  help  him  gain 
the  secret  of  successful  leadership  of  the 
flock  of  (Jod  in  which  the  Holy  Spirit  has 
i made  him  bishop 

This  church  developer  must  have  a proper 
ideal  of  what  the  church  he  undertakes  to 
develop  ought  to  lie  along  all  linen.  It  must 
not  simply  he  his  purpose  to  amuse  the  mem- 
hership  on  missions  He  must  set. them 
right  on  pastoral  nup|>or1.  Sunday  School 
work,  church  music  method*  of  discipline, 
etc.,  and  then,  of  course,  help  them  to  “lift 
up  their  eycn  and  see”  the  mission  fidJa 
calling  to  them  for  help. 

He  ought  to  sficnd  a week  with  the  pastor 
in  each  of  his  churches,  meeting  from  day 
fo  day  until  -at  least  a few  in  each  church 
and  the  pastor  eateh  the  vision  of  what  their 
church  ought  to  lie  and  arc  seized  with  a 
determination  to  bring  it  aliout. 

1 hen,  after  he  has,  with  the  pastors,  work- 
ed a half  dozen  (more  or  less)  ehurehes  ad- 
jacent to  each  other,.let  him  group  them  for 
a two  days’  rally  and  seal  his  work.  He 
may  then  pass  on  to  form  other  grojips  in 
the  same  manner  until  an  entire  district  as- 
sociation has  been  covered.  Then  let  him 
have  a big  fifth  Sunday  meeting  of  two  days 
with  messengers  Hnd  visitors  from  all  the 
churches  aith  all  their  pastors,  and  then 
warm  things  up  and  set  them  going  at  a 
good  pace. 

With  a suitable  man  to  each  sixty  of  these 
ten  thousand  unawakened  churches,  work- 
ing along  the  line  above  suggested,  five 
years’  work  will  solve  the  problem  and  solve 
it  right. 

Finding  the  proper  men  who  will  he  will- 
ing  to  make  the  sacrifice  which  would  in-  * 
volve  being  on  the  field  and  nwnv  from  Ihcir 
homes  about  all  the  time  is  where  the  rub 
will  come. 

However,  I would  like  very  much  to  see 
our  Mississippi  State  Convention  try  the 
plan,  and  without  his  knowledge  or  any  idea 
how  it  would  strike  him,  I name  one  whom 
I think  would  he  a typical  person  for  that 
line  of  work.  His  name  is  Rev.  T.  ,T.  Miley 
of  Newton.  Miss.

Miss  Sophie  B.  Wright,  of  New  Orleans, 
one  of  the  best  known  and  most  useful  worn 
an  in  the  country,  passed  away  on  the  tenth 
instsut.  She  was  a lifelong  invalid,  whose 
frail  body  had  to  he  supported  hy  braces,  Imt 
she  ministered  to  the  needs  of  others  until 
she  became  as  a princess  among  tliuui.  She 
was  a teacher  of  great  acquirements,  who 
organized  institutions  for  poor  children  and 
those  who  worked  by  day  and  would  attend 
school  at  night;  was  president  of  the  King’s 
Daughters;  organized  the  Home  Institute 
for  girls;  founded  the  Home  for  Incurables; 
built  s home  for  summer  rest  in  the  country 
for  the  poor  of  New  Orleans.  In  18!H  the 
people  of  that  city  voted  her  the  one  who 
had  conferred  most  benefit  on  its  people  in 
that  year.
